O R D E R

On December 18, 1991, the Commission issued its Order in Case No. 91-138 

approving certain adjustments in rates for Kentucky-Ohio Gas Company (“KOG”) and 

providing under certain conditions for the further adjustment of such rates when the 

wholesale cost of gas is increased or decreased or a refund is received.

On June 1, 2000, KOG filed its quarterly gas cost adjustment (“GCA”) to be 

effective July 1, 2000.

After reviewing the record in this case and being otherwise sufficiently advised, 

the Commission finds that:

1. KOG’s notice of June 1, 2000 proposed revised rates to pass on its 

expected decrease in gas costs to its customers.  KOG’s proposed expected gas cost 

(“EGC”) is $2.4938, 14.41 cents per Mcf less than the previously approved EGC of 

$2.6379.  

2. KOG’s notice set out no refund adjustment.

3. KOG’s notice proposed a current quarter actual adjustment (“AA”) of 55.14 

cents per Mcf to collect under-recovered costs for January through March 2000.  In 



calculating its current quarter AA, KOG used the EGC approved in the Commission’s 

Order of March 21, 2000 for rates effective April 1, 2000 rather than the EGC of $2.7053 

that KOG was actually charging customers during the months of January through March 

2000.  Correcting for this produces a current quarter AA of 52.16 cents per Mcf.  KOG’s 

notice proposed a total AA of 52 cents per Mcf.   Correcting for the revised current 

quarter AA produces a total AA of 49.03 cents per Mcf which represents an increase of 

52.16 cents per Mcf from the previously approved total AA.  

4. KOG’s corrected gas cost recovery rate is $2.9841 per Mcf, 37.75 cents 

per Mcf more than the previously approved rate of $2.6066.

5. KOG’s corrected adjustment in rates is fair, just, and reasonable, in the 

public interest, and should be effective with service rendered on and after July 1, 2000.  

IT IS THEREFORE ORDERED that:

1. The rates proposed by KOG are denied.

2. The rates in the Appendix are fair, just, and reasonable and are approved 

effective for final meter readings on and after July 1, 2000.

3. Within 30 days of the date of this Order, KOG shall file with the 

Commission its revised tariffs setting out the rates authorized in this Order.
